A Heavy Nd Orsration—Two Drov- 
uns Deraacpgp ovr oF $5,000.—A most singu- 
lar case of what appears to be a pretty severe 
swindliug operation for the victims of the same, 
came to light id this city on Monday night or 
rather Tuesday morning. From the history of 
the case as far as we have been glean the same, 
as well as by the testimony given atthe examin- 
ation of the two parties arrested, yesterday af- 
ternoon before Justice Milliken, the following 
appears to be the outline of the case. 

In the spring of the present year two men 
named A. L. D. Benham, and James A. Barnet, 
residents of Texas, started from Gonzales Co., 
in that State, with a herd of five hundred cattle 
and beeves, intending to find a market at Fort 
Leavenworth. The change in the aspect of af- 
fairs on the frontier not long after induced them 
to abandon their parpose, and they were much 
disheartened thereat, both being young men, 
and their means being chiefly in their herd. 

While grazing their cattle and waiting for 
something to turn up,” they came across 6 
man named Garrett Dorland, of Ashland Co., 
Ohio, who was about to start for this city witha 
drove of mustang horses, and with them, after 
some chaffering, he agreed to take the whole 
herd of five hundred and twelve cattle and 
peeves at about $16 per head, for a total sum of 
$8,272. 

Garrett Dorland was then with his son, John 
Dorland, a resident of Texas, and & younger 
son, George, belonging in Ohio, and an agree- 
ment was made whereby the two, Barret and 
Benham, should join company with the Dor- 


receiving for their services at the rate of $20 
per month. For the price of the herd, the elder 
Dorland gave his note for four months from 
June 15th, 1858. 

Appended to the note, which was in evidence 
yesterday, was an agreement régulating the pay- 
ment of the note, and containing a stipulation 
whereby John Dorland was to stand in the old 
man’s stead in case of his, the elder Doriand, 
tailure to fulfill the agreement. 8 

The parties came on to Chi reaching this 
city about the 15th inst., the day the note ma- 
tared. Finding it difficult to realize on the 
nerd, the elder Dorland, who seems to have 
conferred with the holders of the note through- 
out, determined to kill and pack the cattle for 
gale in New York. He did so; and from 
Mesars, Hubbard & Hunt obtained advances to 
the amount of $6,400. 

The statement of Benham and Barnet agrees 
in the respect of representing that Dorland con- 
tinually deferred attention to his note until last 
Monday night, when be saddenly turned up 
missing, The whole party was stopping at the 
Sollitt House, on F anklin stree6, and through- 
out Tuesday the entertained, or affected to 
entertain, great anxiety in his behalf, lest he 
had been robbed and murdered. 

The younger Dorland finally on that day pro- 
duced s letter, which he stated be had received 
from his father, as follows:
